Almost from the beginning of m ass 
transportation system s, elimination af 
noise has been at least a secondary 
goal in new engineering concepts. To 
a rem arkable extent these efforts have 
been successful. Certainly ships, trains 
and planes of today are much quieter 
than their predecessors. 
But soon will come the supersonic 
airliners. While these vehicles m ay be 
completely silent to those who will ride 
them, it is admitted — even before one 
has been built — that they will leave 
their m ark s on groundlings, in the form 
of sonic booms. 
Elevation and routes through sparse­ 
ly inhabited areas will minimize the 
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annoyance of the sharp cannon-like; 
noises. But the Federal Aviation Agen­ 
cy in effect has ruled that supersonic 
airliners are a transport mode of the 
future, and even window-rattling booms 
cannot hold back such a big step. 
A boom is not quite the sam e as the 
rattle of a Model T or the chug of a 
steam engine, and it is not likely m any I 
persons will ever think of it in nostal-j 
gic term s.

Phone Service Excise Tax 


D iscontinuance Is Sought 


Congressman William H a r- 
sha, Ohio 6th District, has issu­ 
ed this statement on his efforts 
to get the 
excise tax on tel* 
phone service discontinued: 
“ The House went into speedy j 
action last week on the Presi­ 
dent’s proposals for excise tax 
reduction. The President’s mes- 
sag was presented May 17 and 
the Committee on Ways and 
Means concluded consideration 
of the recommendations by th e , 
19. There will be a further meet- j 
ing of the Committee on this j 
subject today to mark up a bill, J 
and in all probability the sub­ 
ject will come before the House 
for a vote shortly thereafter. 
“Among the President’s rec­ 
ommendations is the repeal on 
July I of 
this year of excise 
taxes on jewelry, furs and lug­ 
gage. As far as the tax on tele­ 
phone service, a subject I know 
from my mail that my constit­ 
uents are vitally interested in, 
the President would reduce the 
tax from IO to 3 per cent Jan. 
I, 1966, from 3 to 2 per cent on 
the next January, and further 
reductions in two steps on Jan. 
I. 1968 and 1969 would finally 
eliminate the tax entirely. 
“ For what reason I cannot 
understand. ” the congressman 
c o n t i n u e s , 
“ the President 
seems to think that it is more 
im portant to ease the tax bur­ 
den mi what can only be consid­ 
ered luxury items before giving 
consideration to an item which 
is necessary part of the equip­ 
ment of every home. W h i l e I 
concede that it is desirable to 
cut all taxes, I certainly think 
that consideration should first be 
given to those in the lower in­ 
come group, who should definit­ 


ely experience the first tax re- I 
lief that it is possible to give, 
and to those to whom the tele­ 
phone is an absolute necessity, 
like the elderly and the resi­ 
dents of rural areas. 
“ The telephone is for rn a n y 
of these the only means of com­ 
munication to meet em ergen­ 
cies involving doctors, hospitals, 
fire 
and 
police 
departm ents, 
and the only medium through 
which direct 
contact 
can 
be 
made with members of one’s 
family who must be away from 
home. Also, many of the neces­ 
sary operations of family life 
are 
normally 
conducted 
by 
phone. 
“ I have taken definite action 
by asking the Committee on 
Ways and Means to reconsider 
this subject, and in the interest 
of human welfare, to remove 
the 
excise 
tax 
on 
telephone 
service first. I contend that a 
comparable reduction program 
in luxury items and less es­ 
sential goods w-ould offset the 
income to the Federal Govern­ 
ment represented by the tele­ 
phone tax.”
